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I - IUTnODUCTOST 


The Ministry of Education and Youth Services publishes the statistics of education in India annually 
in their publications 'Education in Irdia, Vol. I anl Vol. II'- These publications give the statistics 
at the national and State levels, but do not provide district-wise statistics. 

2. To fill up this gap, the National Council of Educational Research and Training brought out a 
volume entitled ’Educational Statistics: District-vise' giving tie bench marie oT educational data of 
various kinds for all districts for the year 1530-61. To make inter-district comparison possible, 
some important indices such as enrolment ratios, percentages of trained teachers and per capita expendi¬ 
ture on education were also given. These comparative statements show a wide range of variation between 
the districts in every respect. 

3■ It has now been decided to have a similar review of educational development in the districts 
for the year 1965-66. Such periodic reviews are necessary for several reasons. For instance, they 
will help to judge the effectiveness of the measures taken to correct regional imbalances at the 
district level. Secondly, such collection and publication of data on different aspects of education 
at- the district level will help the preparation of educational development plans for all districts 
so Hi at they can te adopted, as recommended by the Education Commission as the principal unit for 
Bd^nistration, planning and development of school education. 

4- This review will be divided into sixteen .volumes - one volume being devoted to the educational 
statistics of the districts in every State (except Nagaland). The present volume, which is the third 
in ths series, gives the data for each of the districts of Bihar on number of educational institutions, 
pupils, teachers, expenditure, etc,, at all levels of education. It also gives the rates of growth 
la different sectors from 19fa0-61 to 1965-66 and some important indices of educational development.

9- During the period 1960-61 to 1965-66 the cr.rclient ratio ir middle scfcccl classes has 
increased fj.om 17-1 to 18-7 in the State as a whole. But the dJsti-j ci-waee growth has been some¬ 
what uneven.

11. During the period 1960—61 to 1965—66 the enrolment ratio in classes IX-XI increased 
from 11.7 to 13.4 at the State level. As in the case of previous stages, the increase 'in the 
enrolment ratio varied from district to district.- In 1960-61, only in 7 districts the enrolment 
ratio exceeded the 5tate average.

13- Taking school stage as a whole, the enrolment ratio for the State was 33,2 In 1960-61 and 
3*" ,4 in 1925-66. In I960—Cl is B districts, namely, Champ e.t s.n, Durbhanga, Gaya, Hazaribagh, 

Kuzaffarpur, Purnea, Sahara a and Sacthat Pargmas the enrolment ratio j n classes I-XI was less than 
the State average. In none of the districts the enrolment ratio exceeded 40 except Patna where the 
ratio achieved was (41-3). In 1965-66 again, the enrolment ratio was less than the State average in 
Cl'^aparan, Larbhanga, Gaya, Hazcxibagh, Kuzaffarpuz, Palarau, Purnea, Saharsa &. Santhal Parganas.

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III - AREA AND POPULATION 

16. Bihar State consists off 17 distiicts. The total area of the State is 67,196 sq. miles, The ar B a 
ci the 17 districts varies from 7,047 sq. miles in Ranchi and 7016 sq. miles in Hazaribagh to 1,114 sq. 
nxles in Dhanbad. The population of Bihar was 464-56 lakhs in 1961. It is estimated to have increased to 
r ’2C.63 lakhs by 1966. The inciease in population is observed in all the districts. In 1965-66 the 
population in the different districts varied from 48.B4 lakhs in Darbangha to 13-35 lakhs in Falamau. 

17. The population density per sq. mile which was 694 in 1961 Increased to 775 by 1966. In the 

v.ase of districts the population density per sq. mile, in 1966, varied from 271 in Palamau to 1506 in 

Patna. The population density in 1966 vas less than 300 in one district, 300-400 in 2 districts, 400-50Q 

in one district, 500-600 in one district and it was more than BOO in the remaining districts. The density 

of population and the se* ratio of population in the different districta of Bihar is given in Statement I.

IB. Of the total population of 520,63 lakhs in 1966, 72.95 lakhs were in/age-group 6-11 consisting of 
36.74 lakhs boys and 36.21 lakhs girls. The children in the age-group 6-11 formed 14 .056 of the total 
population of the otate- In the case of boys and girls separately also ft formal the same percentage i.e^ 
I 4 .O 76 . The population in the age-group 11—14 in 1966 is estimated to 3B.36 lakhs consisting of 19.59 lakhs 
boys and IB.77 lakhs girls. This formed 7-4* of the total population of the State. The boys in this group 
foirned 7.5# of the total male population and the girls formed 7.396 of the total female population of the 
btr.te, Again the population in the age-group 14-17 is estimated as 33.62 lakhs consisting of 17.44 lakhs 
boys and 16.10 lakhs girls.

The population cf the Scheduled Tribes was 40.95 
lakhs (consisting of 2C.30 lakhs males and 20.55 lakhs feaHes). Thus 24.1$ of the total population of 
t!is State belonged to Schedjled Castes and Scheduled Tribec communities. In the case cT'males these 
communities formed 23-9$ and in the case of females 24»<$.

INSTITUTIONS: 

21. The total number of educational institutions at the State level in Bihar was 52,011 in 1960-61. 
Thia increased to 55»448 by 1965-66. The increase in the number of institutions is observed in all the 
districts except in Hazaribagh, However, taking 1960-61 as base, the increase was mere than 20# in Gfaya, 
between 10-20% in Bhagalpur, Palamau and Saran. and more than 5% in Darbhanga, Saharsa, Purnea,Dhanbad, 
Konghyr and Sahabad. 

ESH0I2ONT: 

22. The total enrolment in the educational institutions at the State level was 44.9B lakhs in 1960-61 

which increased to 53.76 lakhs by 1965-66. Of the enrolment in 1960-61, 36.31 lakhs were boys and B.67 
lakhs were girls; whereas in 1965-66, 42.33 lakhs weie boys and 11.43 lakhs were girls. The enrolment 
has increased at an annual cumulative rate of growth of 3»6%. The increase in enrolment during the period 
1 S’observed in all the districts and in both boys and girls. At the same time, at the State level as well 
as in all the districts, the rate of increase in enrolment of girls during the period was more than that 
of The increase in enrolment was the highest in Dhanbad (30.7%) followed by Saran (29.0%), taking 

both boys and girls together and was lowest in Champ 3ran (5-3%) followed by Sahthal Parganas (B.1%) and 
Saharsa (10.B%). 

23. The sex ratio of enrolment i.e. the number of girls enrolled for every 100 boys was 24 in 1960-6 
and 27 in 1965-66, In 1955-66 the sex ratio varied from 16 in Saran to 40 in Ranchi, The following table 
gives the district-wise sex ratio and percentage enrolment to the total population:-

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24. The total enrolment ia all recognised educational institutions as a percentage of the 
tot^l population increased from 9-7 to 10-3 at the State level during the period. The percentage 
enrolment has increased in almost all the districts excepting Champaran, tishersa and SanUial Parganas 
where there was a decrease. The percentage enrolmenL in 1965-66 was the highest in Patna (13-4), 
followed by Ranchi (13.2), Singhbhum (12.0), Bhagalpur (11.B) ana Saxon (11.7) and waa the lowest in 
3;J:&isa (8.3).

25, The total number of teachers ia all educational institutions increased from 1.11 lakhc 
to 1.52 lakhs during the period. This shews a cumulative rate of growth of 6.2$. The percentage of 
wumen teachers which was 8.3 in 1960-61 increased to 9.7 by 1965-66. Among the districts the per¬ 
centage of women teachers in 1965-66 varied from arcund 5/6 in Saharsa to 17-3# in Ranchi and 16. 0% in 
Singhthua. 

26- The number of teachers per thousand population was 2.4 in 1960-61. This increased to 
2.9 by 1965-66, In 1965-66, the number of teachers per thfcasand population Taxied from 2.3 in 
Champaran, Purhca and Saharsa to 4.0 in Patna. 

EXPENDITURE: 

27. The total expenditure on all recognised educational institutions in the State was 
Rn.l4.36 crores in 1960-61 which increased to Rs.24-70 crores by 1965-66. The expendituie has increased 
at an annual cumulative rats of growth of 10.60. The increase in the expenditure during the period is 
evident in all the districts.

20. The number of pre-primary schools in Eihar increased more than double during the period 

from 18 to 41. Ir. 1955-66 there were at least one pre-primary school in 12 districts. However, in 

Patna there were 11 of then, followed by Saran (6) and Muzaffarpur (5)- The total enrolment in 

Pre-Primary schools in 1965-55 was 2,947 of which around 700 were in Patna and in Saran. The enrolment 

in pie-primary school classes (in schools as well aa in attached classes) increased from 2,027 to 

3.171 at the State level. 

T2ACHEHE.: 

29. The total number of teachers in pre-primary schools increased from 50 to 134 at the 
State level. Of this number in 1955-66, 99 were women. In all the districts also the number of 

women teachers as compared to men teachers was high. Of the total number of teachers 64.055 were trained 
in 1960-61. The corresponding percentage in 1965-66 was 46 . 3 . 

E_X_?BNDITUEE 

30. The total direct expenditure on pre-primary schools increased from fls.83,896 to Rs. 2,03,381 
during the period. This increase in the expenditure is evident in all the districts. 

31. Of the total enrolment In pre—primary classes in 1965—66, 103 were from Scheduled Castes 
ir.d. Scheduled Tribes Communities. Of this 65 were boys aid 36 were girls. The enrolment of Scheduled 
Ca^tes/Tribes in Pre-Primary classes was available only in four districts viz. Hazaribagh, Muzaffarpur, 

Sa.itflu* Parganas and Singhthum. In the remaining 13 districts there were no SaC./s.T. students studying Ln 
Pre-Piimiry Glasses.

INSTITUTIONS.! 

32. the total numbar of primary schools in Bihar increased frnn 37.25S to 41 >404 during the 
parind under conoidoratioo. The ir.creu.J3 in the noaber of primary schools is shared by all the 
districts. The highest percent—e increase in the nuxber of primary schools with lXc-61 as base was 
in Palnuuh C40.CJf) followed by Gaya (39.4*) and Ehogalpur (26.1*) and the lowest in Singhbhun (6.7*). 

33. Tts area served by a primary school in sq. miles decreased from 1.6 tc 1-5 during the 
peried. In Saran district there was a primary school for every 0.B so. mile of area in 1965'-66. 

The averafe area served by a primary school, among the other districts in 1965-66. was more than the 
State average in Hasaribagh, Palamau, Purnea, Ranchi, fl-aithal Parganas and Smghbhun. The area served 
by a primary school was the lowest in Saran followed by Patna, Darbhanga and Kuzaffarpur. 

34- The population served by a primary school in the State decreased from 1,247 to 1,170 
durirg the period. In 1955-66 a primary school served a population between 1,477 in Purnea tc 902 
in Qjya- This shows that, on in average, a primary school in Eihar State serves comoaratively much less 
population than that in some ether State. In Maharashtra the population served by a primary school is 
mere than one thousand in most of the cases. The district-wise details are given in Statement VI. 


EHROLhE NT: 

35. Enrolment of classes I-V at the State level was 31.B5 lakhs in 1960—61. This increased 
to 39*6l lakhs by 19G5-66. This shows a growth rate of 4-3# per annum. The growth rate of enrolment in 
these classes for boys duiing this period was 4.0% and that of girls was 5-5^. Taking 1960-61 as base 
the percentage increase in the enrolment during the period in the different districts varied from 12.0% 
in Ciiainparan to 36.6% in Gaya, taking both boys aid girls together. In the case of boys the percentage 
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increase during the period varied between 7.4?£ in Chenp'zran to 34. 0 % in Patna and in the case of girls 
froit about I 3 .O 3 C in Saharsa to 67.4^ in Dhanbid* The sex ratio of enrolment i,e. the number of girls 
enrolled for every ICO beys was 33 at the State level. In the different districts the sex ratio varied 
from 47 in IramtV to 21 in Sana.

The percentage enrolment in classes I-V to the total population in the age-group b-n 
gives an index of the facilities created for primary stage of education.. In Bihar, this percentage 
increased from 50.75* to 54.3# during the period taking both boys and girls together. In the case of 
b-jys the increase was from 76.0# in 1960-61 to 81.2# in 1S65-66 atil it the case of girls from 24.2# to 
27.0#. There is appreciable variation in the percentage enrolment in the different districts in 
19&5-66. Taking both boys and girls together, the percentage enrolmentwas more than 65 in Ranchi, 
Patna, Singhbhum, Dhanbad. ft Bhzg&lpur; 50 to 60# in 3aran, 5 ah ah ad, Monghyr, Santhal Par gun as', Palamau 
and Goya and more than 40# in the remaining districts, least being in Saharsa (43.3#). In the case of 
boys the percentage enrolment was more than 90 in 5 of the 17 districts. In the other districts it 
varied between 64.6# m Purnea to BB.1 in Sahatad.

37. Of the total enrolment in classes I-V in 19C5-66, 7-47 lakhs (6.09 lakh boys end 1.38 lakh 
girls) belonged to the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes communities. They formed 10-9# of the 
total enrolment in these classes. Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes boys formed 20.4# of the 
total enrolment of boys and the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes girls formed 14.1# of the total 
enrolment of girls. Among the districts there is a large variation in the cercentage enrolment of 
scheduled castes and Scheduled Tribes to the total enrolment in these classes. This is due to the 
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vnriat 1 cn an the total population of Scheduled Castas and Scheduled Tribes in tha various districts. 

Ani'Kg th.’ districts tka Scheduled Cast3S/S>chedul ed Triban population formed 70.3 per cent of 

the tot—I populaticr- of the district in hunch:, followed by 60.4$ SirighDhum and 47-6J6 in Santhal' 

Parganas. On the other hand, in Snran, BnrKnaiig'i, and Chiamparan these communities formed only 10-15^ 

of the tot.J. population. 

39. Among the districts the pcrcertage enrolment of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes to 
the total enrolment in classes I-V was highest in Ranchi ( 67 . 056 ), followed by Singhbhum (51.6£), 
Falomau (35.3/6) and Santhal Parganas (34-7£). On the other end in Saran the students of these 
communities formed only 7.156 of the total enrolment in these classes. 

39- The following table gives the extent of coverage of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
ir- classes I-V, district-wise. The extent of coverage is defined as:

40- nt the State level the extent of coverage was 7S-4# taking both boys end girls together 
thereby showing that the enrolment of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes in Classes I-V is less 
tJban their percentage to th^fotal population. *mong the bays the extent of coverage was 85-4% and 
Bnong the girls 77.5* at the State level. In the districts, taking both boys and girls together, th 
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extent of coverage was more than 100 in only one district viz. v C?i 2 nparan, was 90-100 in Ranchi , 80-90 in 
■si nghh hnm. 7C-80 in Gaya, tfazaribagh, Palanaa, Purnea and Santhal Parganas, 60-70 in Darbhanga, Dhanbad, 
Monghyr, Muzaffarpur, oaran & Sahabad. The lowest extent of coverage was in Patna (51.1) followed by 
daharsa (54.7) and Bhagalpur (55-6)- The details of information are given in Statement VIII.

41^ The total number of teachers in primary schools in Bihar increased from 59,679 to 76,081 
during the perlcd. The growth rate in tile number of teachers during the period was 4.B# per annum aa 
compared to the percentage rate og growth of enrolment of 4-3#a Taking 1960-61 as base, the number 
of teachers showed an increase varying from 15-6^ in Rarchi to 4B.1# in Gaya among the districts. 

The number of teachers in 1965-66 was more than that in 1960-61 in all the districts. 

42. In 1960--61 at the State level, B,6?S of the teachers were women and by 1965-66 this 
percentage increased to 10-4. The percentage of women teachers among the districts varied appreciably. 

The highest percentage of women teachers in Primary Schools in 1965-66 was in Patna (17.9^) followed 
by Ranchi (14.13S) and Muzaffarpur (14.1$) and the lowest was in Palamau (4.3£) and Saharaa (5-0£). 

45 . The percentage of trained teachers among the teachers in primary schools was 71.2J? in 
1960-61 end 77«7?£ in 1965-66.

44. Tiie total direct expenditure on primary schools in Bjhar increased Inn 4'+3»i9 laklis 
to Rs.64B._25 lakhs during the period 1960-61 ti.- 1965-66. This gi/es a cumulative annual growth 

rate of 7-552- The direct expenditure on primary schools increased in all the districts of the State. 
However, the highest increase taking 1960-61 as base, was in Dharbad (122.152), followed by Hazaribagh 
(110.8J6). On the other hand in Patna the percentage increase was only 12.1>6. 

45. The per capita expenditure on primary schools in the State was He.1.0 in 1950—61 and has 
increased to fis.1,2 by 1S65-66. Among the districts the ocr capita expenditure in 1965—66 was Re.l/- 
or less m Darbhanga, Muzaffarpur and Purnea* The per capita expenditure was nowhere core than Rs.2/-, 
highest being in Dhanbad (Rs.1.7). 

46. The total direct expenditure or. primary schools formed 50.952 of the total direct expenditure 
on education in Bihar in 1960-61. By 1S6 K -fi6 this oercentage decreased to 26.256. Among the districts 
the highest percentage expenditure on primary schools in 1965-66 was around 46 in Snharsa. On the other 
hand in Patna the percentage expenditure was the lowest (10.2J&) followed by Ranchi (17.956) aid Bhagslpur 
(20.656). 

47- The cost per student in primary schools was Rs.20.9 at the State level in 1965-66. This varie 
from Rs-31,0 in Dhanbad to Rs.16.0 in SanthsJ u arganas. The cost per student was less than Re. 20/- in 
eigfrt districts; Rs.20-30 in eight districts and more’ than Rs.30/- in only one district. The cost per 
student has a direct relation with the pupil-teacher ratio. Pupil-teacher ratio was higher in those 
districts where the cost ,jer student uis lowest. The pupil-teacher ratio smong the districts varies 
between 31,'Gaya to 56 in Sarm.

ACiong the districts, taking 1S60-61 as bane, the number of instituUono have increased in all the 
district'.?. Hov'ever, the increase was very high in Sahara a, Furnea. Bhagalpur, Ranchi, Gaya, Saren 
and Eazaribagh districts (more than 60f?). .However, in Patna and Kuzaffarpur the increase was less 
tnan 40 / 4 . 

49, On the average there was a middle school for an area of 15.0 sq. miles in 1960-61. The 
coverage of a middle school decreased to 9-S sq. miles by 1965-66. In all the districts ala', the 
area ssrvcd by a middle school decreased dining 1965-66 as compared to 1960-61» In Patna, there waa 

a middle school for an area of 3.5 sq. miles during 1965-6.6. i»mong the other districts, in Muzaffarpur, 

Dhantad, Dorbhanga, Saran and Bh«galpur, the average area served by a middle school was 5-75 sq. miles. 

On the other hand, in Falamau the averags area was 22,4 sq. miles and in Hazaribagh 21,4 sq. miles. In 

other districts the area served by a middle school varied between these limits, 
x 

50. On the average, at the State level, a middle school served a population of 10,393 in 1960-61 
and 7,610 in 1965-66. The improvement in the population served by a middle school is observed in all 
Uj , districts. In Hanchi, a middle school on the average served a population of 5,742. Among the other 
uivtricts the population served by a middle pchool was more then 9,000 in Champaran, Saran end Purnea. 
in Larbhanga, Hazaribagh and Kuzaffarpur there was a middle school for population between 8000-9000. 

This wide variation in the population served.by a middle school depends mainly on the density of popu- 
latibn in tile diiferent districts. 
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51- The total enrolment in the middle schools in Bihar in 1365-66 was 13,51,467. The enrolment 
was the highest in Patna (1,19,174) and was the lowest in Soharsa district (31,BSB). 

52. The enrolment in Classes Vi-VIII in the State in 1960-6 1 was 5.35 lakha, This increased 
to 7-16 lakhs by 1965-66 at a cumulative growth rate per annum of 5.B%. In the case of boys the 
growth rate was 5.0% and in the case of girls 11.6%. Taking 1960-61 as base, the increase in enrolmen 
is appreciable in all the districts during the period. The highest increase, however, was in Ranchi 
(72.0%) followed by Singhhhum (62-5%) and Darbhanga (57-5), taking both boys and girls together. The 
lowest increase in the enrolment during the period was in Santhal Parganas (2.4%), Champaran (5.5%) 
and Patna (14.9%). The increase in enrolment during the period is appreciable both in the ease of boy 
as well as girls in all the districts* 

53- The sex ratio of enrolment i.e- the number of girls enrolled for every 100 boys was 17 at 
the State level. In the different districts the sex ratio varied from 36 in Singhhhum to B only in 
Gaya and Saran in 1965—66. The following table gives the percentage enrolment in 1965—66 with 1960—61 
as base and the corresponding sex ratio.

The lowest percentage of trained teachera in middle schools was in Hazaribagh (66.1%). The percentage 
of trained teachers among men ind women teachers also followed more or less the same pattern.

EXPENDITURE: 

61. The total direct expenditure on middle schools in Bihar increased^from Hs.263-69 lakhs 
to Rs.433-95 lakhs during the period at a cumulative annual rate of growth of 9.8%. The direct 
expenditure on middle schools increased in all the districts of the State. However, the increase in the 
expenditure was more than 100% during the period with 1960-61 as base in Bhegalpur, Dhanbad and Gaya. 

The percentage increase was the lowest in Patna district (31.4%). 

62. The per capita expenditure on middle schools at the State level increased from Rs.0.6 

to Rs.O.B during the period. In 1965-66 the per capita expenditure was the highest in Singhbhum (Rs-I.G) 
followed by Pal see bu (Hs,1.2) and Rs.1.1 in Dhenbad, Patna and Ranchi. In all the remaining district 
the per capita expenditure was e^u?l to or less than Re.1, lowest being in Sahs&rsa (Re.0.5). 

63 . The total direct expenditure on middle schools formed IB, 4 % of the total direct expen¬ 
diture on education in the State in 19^0-61. The corresponding percentage in 1965-66 was 17.6. Among 
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the districts in 1965-66, the lercentage expenditure on middle schools to the total direct expenditure 
on education varied from a minimum of 9.6^ in Patna followed by 12. 3% in Ranchi to 29.3# in Singhthun.

64. The cost per student in middle schools in 1965-66 was Rs.32.6 at the State level, \monf 
the districts, the cost per pupil varied from a maximum of Rs.51.2 in Chanparan followed by Rs.42 2

INSTITUTIONS 

66 . The n'udber of high/higher secondary schools.in Bihar increased from 1621 in 1960-61 to 2106 
In 1965-66. This shows an increase of 29,9$ over the number in 1960-61. This increase in the number 
of high/higher secondary schools during the period has been shared by all the districts. inong the 
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districts, the maxima pel centre increase in the number of high/nigher secondary schoolsduring the 
period was in Sauthnl Parganas (CS»0^) followed by Purnea (43.6£). The minimum percentage increase 
was in Palan-*u (4^5^) followed by Dhanbid 16.0#J and Singhbhun (ll.AjC). 

67. On the average there was a hi^i/hlgher secondary school for every 41*5 sq. miles in Bihar 
in 1960-61. By 1965-66 the area served by a high/higher secondary school on the average has reduced 
to 31.9 sq. miles. Among the districts the area served by a high/higher secondary school was the 
highest in Palamau (107.1 sq. miles) in 1965-66 followed by Hazaribagh (83-5 sq• miles). In 4 out of 
17 districts the area served by a high/highsr secondary school varied from 10 to 20 sq. miles; in 
4 districts it varied from 20 to JO sq. miles. In Patna, however, there was a high/higher secondary 
school for every 9.4 sq. miles. 

6 B, At the State level, the average population served by a high/higher secondary school decreased 
from 28,659 in 1960-61 to 24,721 in 1965-66. Among the districts the average population served by a 
high/highsr secondary school varied from more than 40,000 in Champaran to 14,000 in Patna. In 7 out of 
of 17 districts the average population served by a high/higher secondary school was less than the jtate 
average. 

TOROLH'TOT: 

69- The total enrolment in high/higher secondary schools in Bihar in 1965-66 was 7,01,746- The 
corresponding enrolment in 1960-61 was 5,23,621. 

70. The enrolment in claves IX-Xl/XII in the State increased from 3-21 lakhs (3-00 lakhs boys and 
0.21 lakhs girls) in 1960-61 to 4.50 lakhs (4.15 lakhs boys and 0.35 lakhs girls) in 1965-66, The 

commulative growth rate of enrolmait in these classes comes to 6,75® per annum. The corresponding growth

1965-66 was 9.6 at the State level. The percentage of SC & ST population to the total population 
in the State was 24.1.

per annum. The increase in the number of teachers during the period is -observed in nil the districts. 
Taking 1960-61 as base, the municr of teachers durir g the period has increased by more than 5r$ in 
Dbanbad and Santhal Fax gen ns. E-ven in other districts the ircrease in the number of teachers w*s 
substantial. The lowest percentage increase v^s In Hnzaribagh (P .Sfc}. 

77. Wcnrn teachers formed 5.0$ of the total number of teachers in the State in 195o-6l. Tha 
composition of women teachers increased to 6.9$ by 196^-66. Among the different dfc tricts in 1965-66, 
the percentage of wonen teachers was highest in Finnchi (2C.4$) followed by Singfcbhuin (16.C#) and Fatna

The table below summarises the position of direct expenditure on higfc/hieher secondary 
schools and related information. The detailed Information is given in Statement XX. 
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X - TEAGUFF TRAINING INSTITUTIONS 

85. In 1960-61 there were in all 127 institutions of teacher training in Eihar which decreased 
to 119 ty 1965-66. Of the 127 institutions in 1960-61, 122 institutions were of school or under¬ 
graduate level and 5 were post-gr-iduate colleges. In 1965-66 the nucter of under-graduate level 
institutions decreased to 112 and post-graduate colleges increased to 7- In 1960-61 and 1965-66 
there was at least one school or under-graduate level teacher training institution in every district. 
In 1965-66 there were 12 under-graduate level institutions in Ranchi, 11 in Muzaffarpur-and 9 in 
Patna. On the other hand, in flhagalpur, Palacau, Saharsa and Singhbhum there were only 4 such 
institutions and in Dhanbad the number was the lowest (2). Ihe Post-Graduate teacher training 
colleges existed only in Ehegalpur, Darbnanga, Muzaffarpur, Patna, Ranchi aid Santhal Parganas in 
the year 1965 - 66 . 

ENROLMENT 

84. The enrolment in teacher training institutions including teacher training classes attached 
to other institutions increased from nearly 17.47B to 18,BB7 during the period. The total enrolment 
in teacher training institutions including attached classes in 1965-66 was the highest in Muzaffarpur 
(nearly 2,000) followed by Darbhanga (1,647). However, in Dhanbad the enrolment in these iie titutions 
was less than 250. The details of information are given in Statement XXI. 

XI - VOCATIONAL AND TECHNIC L SCHOOLS: 

85- The number of vocational and technical schools, excluding teacher training schools, decreased 
from 110 to 36 only during the period. This abnormal decrease is mainly due to the reclassification o 

some of the schools as under-graduate colleges fiom 1964—65- In 1965-66, vocational and technical 
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schools existed in all the districts except Chan;'ar:m, Gaya, Sa’iU.'J. Par 3 ^as and Singhhhur*. The 
highest number of vocational and Techno pal school's was in Raichi (?) followed by Patna (5)- In 
Muzaffarpur, Sahara a and Saran, there was only one school in each of these districts.

B 6 „ The total enrolment in vocational End technical schools decreased from 15,611 to 8,383 
during the period. In 19^5-66 the highest enrolment in these institutions was in Patna (1,221) 
followed by Mcnghyr (1j075) -rh Mucsffarpur (SC?)* The lowest enrolment in these institutions was 
in the district of Chsnparon (31 only) followed by Darbfccngc. (105) and Palsnau (269) 

EXPENDITURE: 

B7- The total direct expenditure on vocational and technical schools excluding teacher training 
schools decreased fiom Rs.54-06 lakhs tc Rh. 9.39 lakhs during the period- This decrease in the total 
expenditure at the State level during the period is also mainly due to the decrease in the number of 
school level institutions because of reclassification of some of them into under-graduate colleges 
with effect from 1 964 - 65 . There is a lot of variation in the exienditure on these schools in the 
different districts depending on the number of institutions rand enrolment,

Of this 
total number cf higher institutions in 1565-66 at the State level, 130 were Arts and Science Collages 
11 Medical Colleges, 46 Engineering Colleges, 119 Teacher Training Colleges of Under-Graduate and 
Post-graduate level, 116 other professional colleges, one Board of Education, 4 research institutions 
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and 6 Universities, deemed to be Universities add Institatier.s of national Importances Among the 

districts,, there was at least one Arts and Sc,i enp e 1 College in eve"- district. There were 20 colleges 
in latna ^ 

of General Educatior/ 15 in Darbhanga and Mor.ghyr. In other districts, excepting P^ilsasaM, there were 
4-9 colleges. Medical colleges existed in 7 districts Only. In Patna there were 4 medical colleges 
and 2 in Ranchi. In the other five districts there was one collega in each. Engineering, Colleges 
of Post-Graduate- or Under-Graduate level existed in-every district, highest being in,Muzaffarpur (5). 

89* Training Colleges of Post - Graduate or Under-Graduate level existed in al^ tb£ -districts 
in 1965-66. There were 13 colleges in Ranchi, v }2.}n tluzaffarpur and 11 in Patna. Colleges for other 
professional -and. special education existed in all the 17- districts of the State^ r The,highest number 
of such colleges was in Gaya (31) followed by Bhagalpur (2t) .

Arts and Science Colleges, 21,091 jfa* r -eiigiheerihg 
colleges, 3,747 in medical colleges and 18,B25 in .teacher training colleges. In,other colleges oi 
professional and special education the enrolment was, 16,226. There is large variation in the total 
enrolment in institutions of higher education as well as in the different types of institutions 
among the districts. This mainly depends on the variation in the number of institutions among the 
districts. The total enrolment in institutions for higher education was the highest in Patna (29,325 
-Foliowad by Muzafiarpur (16,592) and Darbhanea (15,512), In Bhagalpur, Goya, Monghyr and Ranchi, the 
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the total enmloent varied between 10/Q00 -arid >15,0£?0. In all the o-bher districts the- enrolment in' 
higher education institutions was less than 1G,,000..
